ESQUIMA IT TO SAANICH. 

Can any one tell us what the IIuu- 
orable Artiiub Bunster is driving at 
with his Esquimalfc-Saanieh sclieiue '! 
or why, being the repository of an Ex- 
ecutive .secret seriously affecting the 
commerce of this port, that ho should 
lirst unbosom himself before a public 
meeting' at Nanaitho / Tho proposition 
as conveyed by Sir Jolts Macdoxald 
to -Mr. BiiK8TER, % Mr. Bunstek com- 
municated to the Nanatmoans, and by 
tii^'Free Press sent forth to tho world 
amounts to a virtual repudiation of the 
contract to construct the Escprimalt- 
Nanaimo railway, and the substitution 
therefore of a short line from Esqui- 
mau to Saauich to save 20 miles of 
steamboat navigation in comparatively 
smooth water. Tho consideration which 
the Canadian Government is said to of- 
fer is the loan of rails lo iron the line, 
the lifting of the embargo on the Isl- 
and railway belt and a gift of the In- 
dian reserve at Saauich, Victoria, and 
Cowichan. We don't half like this pro- 
position. It contains a good deal of 
cry to a very small amount of wool. It 
asks tho Province to give away a geat 
doal and get nothing in return. A lino 
from Esquimalt to Saanich could not 
compete with water travel, and there 
are not a sulHeient number of lunatics 
in or out of the Asylum to engage in 
an enterprise that would lie the wild- 
est, silliest, maddest, stupidest means 
for sinking money that was ever de- 
vised. In time of war, were the water 
highway toBurrard blocked 1 nlet by hos- 
tile batteries, a line of rails from Esqui- 
mau to Saanich would permit the car- 
riage of goods on British vessels to the 
Mainland by a channel that exists be- 
tween British islands; but in the ab- 
sence of an emergency of the kind, the 
proposed line, (us one of Mr. Bunster's 
audience atNanaimo remarked,) would 
not pay for axle-grease. We are quite 
willing, however, to believe; that the 
proposition of tho member for Vancou- 
ver may have been misunderstood; but 
if its substance has been correctly re- 
ported, it must, be set aside as too non- 
sensical for discussion. 

THE VACANT SENATORS!! I P. 

The N. W. Herald is incorrigible. 
To correct, all its misquotations, errors 
and mistatements would require a 
newspaper of the size of the London 
Times devoted exclusively to that ob- 
ject. Our Royal City contemporary is 
either very obtuse or wilfully dishonest.

Cetewayo is 
lecimcn of a 

noble savage. He is big, black, fifty 
years of age, nearly six feet high, well 
proportioned, good natured, with a 
broad, open face, of the Zulu type, 
dresses in European clothes, in which he 
does not seem uncomfortable. lie was 
accompanied hither by four of his 
wives, four followers and a little girl. 
Tho king gave very little trouble on 
tho way down, except occasionally be- 
coming sulky, and demanded an entire 
ox roasted for his daily meal. In 
Simon's Bay, on board the Boadicea, 
he saw soldiers at drill, and expressed 
wonder and admiration, remarking:— 
"Oh, I was only born yesterday. I 
am a mere baby. I never should have 
fought against such good men as the 
English, who intended to take away 
my country and govern it so much bet- 
ter than I could. They shot us to 
make us Christians. I. a«k pardon for 
shooting back at thorn." 

In an interview between the Pre- 
mier of the Cape Government and 
Cetewayo, the latter said "I waa a 
child of the British Government, my 
father. The English came to chastise 
me for wrong-doing. I caught the 
stick with which ho wished to beat 
mo and broke it. I did wrong to fight 
him, and am punished. 1 am no 
longer King. The English are a great 
people. They will not kill those who 
fought with them. I hope tho great 
Queen will pardon me and allow me to 
return to my country, and give me a 
placo and permit mo to build a kraal." 

When informed that the Govern- 
ment intended to treat him with con- 
sideration in view of his valour and 
previous distinction, and the English 
officials desired lo supply him with 
everything necessary for his comfort, 
Cetewayo asked for ten more of his 
wives to bo sent for at once. It is not 
probable the request will He granted.

"Between eleven and twelve on Mon- 
day night, says Mr. Labouchere, " I 
was in King William street, Strand, 
standing in the middle of the roadway 
to hail a .hansom cab, -when I sudden- 
ly felt a blow that seriously damaged 
my hat and ultimately fell upon my 
cranium. At first I thought that a 
blow had been aimed at me by the 
cab driver, for the night was so dark 
that it was difficult to distinguish ob- 
jects clearly, but on looking round I 
perceived a stout being flourishing a 
stick and performing a sort of war 
dance. ! naturally imagined it was 
some lunatic running amuck, through 
the streets, and, not feeling disposed to 
have the small modicum of brain with 
which nature provided me completely 
staved in, I at once closed with my as- 
sailant, and wo began pummelling and 
cuffing each other after the simple 
but somewhat ineffective mode of those 
who have not made a study of the no- 
ble art of pugilism. Of course a crowd 
collected and tried to interfere and 
separate us And it was only then that 
1 discovered that I was in single com- 
bat with the editor of the Daily Tele- 
graph. 'Vou have insulted me!' he 
shouted ; 'you have insulted my fami- 
ly, and you have insulted iny uncle.' 
Tho crowd was for tho most part de- 
lighted at being privileged to witness a 
row— a real row — between two per- 
sons decently dressed. But others, re- 
garding the matter as disreputable, 
surged in between us. Tho fair sex 
was represented by a nymph who hung 
first on my arm, and then on that of 
tho Eminent Editor, and cried, ' My 
dears, don't go a fighting like this or 
you'll hurt yourselves.' The warlike 
element was embodied in a stalwart 
rough, with a pipo in his mouth, 'who 
scornfully replied, 'They hurt them- 
selves! They don't know how to!' 

AFTER THE BATTLE. 
"My antagonist then -walked down 
the street, and I followed. 'Don't fol- 
low me, Sir,' he cried. '1 have as 
much right to the street as you,' 
I modestly rejoined. And finally, much 
to the disgust of the crowd, we retired 
into a neighboring house. Whether 
Edward Levy Law son was drunk or 
sober I do not know. But it would 
appear that my determination to in- 
form the public who and what is the 
'We' that daily vilifies tho most pro- 
minent Liberals in the country, and 
terms them traitors because they ven- 
ture to question the policy of the gov- 
ernment of which tho 'We' is the 
henchman, has aroused the ire of the 
aforesaid Edward Levy Lawson. As 
for insulting the Levy family, 1, of 
course, have never alluded to any 
member of the family who was not ac- 
tively employed in the publication of 
the Daily Telegraph. For Edward Le- 
vy Lawson's uncle I entertained a sin- 
cere friendship, which, much to the 
disgust of the nephew, was, 1 believe, 
reciprocated. 1 regretted his death, and 
last week, in expressing regret, I de- 
scribed him as what he had always 
prided himself on being — a good-na- 
tured, cynical, original compound of 
common sense and strange but harm- 
less idiosyncrasies. What, no doubt 
Edward Levy Lawson objected to was 
that I, in dwelling on his uncle's sin- 
gularly fortunate career, held him up 
as a self-made man. Tliero are persons 
who look down contemptuously on all 
who are not born with a silver spoon 
in their mouth. Lionel Lawson was 
above such pretentious folly. He was 
proud, and deservedly so, of being the 
architect of his own fortunes, and I 
really am not prepared to flatter the 
idle nonsense of the nephew at the ex 
pense of that independence of charac- 
ter which I greatly admired in the 
uncle. 1 ' 

HISTORY OF THE QUARREL. 

In further paragraphs Mr. La- 
bouchere takes the ground that Mr. 
Lawson's animosity arises from his 
own unsparing and merciless denuncia- 
tion of the views of the Daily Tekgrapk 
respecting the policy of the Govern- 
ment. "The Daily Telegraph" he con- 
tinues, "has a largo circulation, and 
when, day after day, Edward Levy i 
Lawson spoke of himself as the 'Na- 
tion,' and, as the 'Nation,' fawned at j 
the feet of Ministers and imputed tin- ! 
worthy motives to their opponents, it 
became necessary to explain who the i 
'Nation' really was, and by what mo- I 
tives the 'Nation' was actuated in its j 
persistent abuse of a man of whom, ! 
whatever may be his faults, Liberals 
and Conservatives are alike proud. 
This has been my mission, and Edward 
Levy Lawson may rest assured that ! 
nothing he can do or say will hinder i 
me from performing to the end what I 
believe to be a public duty. Mr. La- \ 
bouchere, I should say, comes of liberal 
stock. His paternal uncle, Lord Taun- 
ton, was a Cabinet Minister in Lord 
John Russell's administration, and his 
maternal uncle, Mr. Du Pre, sat for 
Buckinghamshire. Ho himself has 
represented Windsor and Middlesex in 
tho Liberal interest, and, despite his 
subsequent defeat, has remained 
staunch to his party. Hence nothing 
has pleased him more than to assail the j 
Daily Telegraph, once tho organ of the j 
Whigs, now the equally firm upholder j 
of the Tories. When the Jtusso- 
Turkish war broke out-he covered the | 
paper with ridicule in the matter of a 
fur coat, said to lie employed in turn | 
by each of its correspondents; and 
from the date of that absurd incident 
till flic encounter in King William 
street, ho lias lost no opportunity of 
overwhelming it with abuse. Xltterly 
careless of public opinion, living in an 
atmosphere of libel suits, a cynic in his 
speech, a man of originality in his 
thought, .Mr. Labouchere occupies a 



place apart in English journalism, and 
has never hesitated to defend in tho 
law Courts his sometimes very ad- 
vanced views.

Municipal Polico Court.

Wednesday, Oct. 22. 

Edward Sullivan, charged with being a 
vagrant, was remanded for seven days in 
order that witnesses might be produced as 
to his character. 

Five Indians, charged with being drunk 
and disorderly, were each lined five 
shillings or iu default six hours' im- 
prisonment. 

Thomas Fletcher, on remand, summon- 
ed by Win. Hy. Adams and charged with 
unlawfully and maliciously injuring a 
sewing machine, the property of the 
Singer Manufacturing Company. 

Miss Fanny Adams deposed that she 
had two sewing machines, one of the 
Osborn Co. and the other of the Singer 
Co. ; both were in her front room on the 
24th September; Fletcher called and 
worked on the Singer without hor per- 
mission and after he had left she found 
that tho machine worked with difficulty 
and consequently called in Mr. Adams 
and she and Mr. Adams took several 
particles of dust out of the machine; 
Mr. Fletcher spoke very unkindly of Mr. 
Adams and said that tho Singer machine 
was not worth anything. 

On cross-examination the witness said 
that she had heard of the damage dono to 
Mrs. Jones' seving machine, but after the 
action of Mr. Fletcher regarding her's 
and 3he had communicated the particu- 
lars of her evidence in chief to Mr. Adams 
before hearing of Mrs. Jones' case. 

Arthur Vipond testified as to the nature 
of emery dust and its effect upon machin- 
ery. Ho also stated that the dust pro- 
duced in Court by the prosecutor was 
emery dust. 

This closed the case for the prosocution. 

Thomas Shotbolt, chemist, testified that 
the prosecutor came to his store and pro- 
duced a small speck of something that 
might have been mixed with water or oil 
or glycerino; what the prosecutor pro- 
duced was not granulated; it was moist 
and not powder at tho time; witness did 
not think that if the substance had been 
capable of being pulverized it would have 
produced as much powder as that placed 
before the Court, by the prosecutor; the 
prosecutor said that he got the substance 
from a sewing machine; witness could not 
swear that it was not emery powder 
moistened with oil and compressed; when 
the prosecutor brought the substance to 
the witness for his inspection he (the 
prosecutor) inferred that he could get Rome 
more from a sewing machine. 

Mr. Davie then opened the case for tho 
defendant, claiming that the charge 
against him was an entire fabrication. 
He dwelt at some length upon discrep- 
ancies in the evidence for the prosocution 
and stated that the effect of the evidence he 
was about to call would establish the 
falsity of the charge. • 

His Honor hero concluded to adjourn 
the further hearing until to-morrow morn- 
ing at noon.

Norton, a resident of New York, who 
arrived in this city last Thursday, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself in 
the head at the Palace Hotel; this mor- 
ning. Mr. Norton was in San Fran- 
cisco some months ago, and on his de- 
parture for the East left a large amount 
of money in stocks. He returned to 
this city as agent for a New York firm 
last week and found that he had lost 
as much as sixty thousand dollars by 
depreciation in values during his ab- 
sence. For two or threo nights before 
hi.s suicide he had been unable to rest, 
and it is thought that loss of sleep, 
coupled with financial disaster, had un- 
settled his mind. Deceased was about 
■10 years old. In his pockets were 
found notes and checks to the value of 
several thousand dollars. 



English Mail. 
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[Per Steamer Isabel. | 

Says the London Spectator.- — Lord 
Kilmoroy, an old gentleman of 93, and 
a largo owner of property in Cheshire, 
has taken a step which brings the in- 
security of English farming tenure into 
a strong light. His tenants, fifty in 
number, holding farms averaging 250 
acres, asked for a reduction of rent. 
Lord Kilmoroy replied courteously, but 
said ho should like to test tho reality of 
the necessity, and should, therefore, put 
tho whole of his farms up to auction. 
He, therefore, caused all tenants to be 
served with six months' notice of evic- 
tion, promising, however, reasonable 
compensation for improvements. The 
effect of this notice upon the tenants, 
many of whom have been born upon 
the land, may be imagined. It is equi- 
valent, they say, to a heavy fine upon 
them, in the shape of preparations for 
departure, even if they should secure 
the holdings at auction without mater- 
ial rise of rent. Practically, however, 
men will bid for the farms who hardly 
hope to make them pay, but enter on 
them as a speculation. 

There is great distress on tho Siber- 
ian coast owing to the failure of the 
fisheries. In one village of two 
dred inhabitants only one person 
survived. 

The results of the first trial of 
80-ton gun at Woolwich, the powder 
chamber of which has recently been en- 
larged, have far exceeded the expecta- 
tions of the officials in charge, and, so 
far as the experiments have gone, 
prove it to have greater power than 
the Krupp gun, about which there was 
so much said recently. The velocity 
marked shows strength sufficient to 
pierce no less than 32 inches of armour 
plating. 

The London correspondent of the 
Dublin Freeman's Journal says: — A 
cruel trick has been played upon Tracy 
Turnorelli, who, by the way, is an 
elderly English Catholic. Sir John 
Macdonald, Premier of Canada, has 
been over here for some weeks. His 
resemblance to Lord Bcaeonslield. 
which he sedulously cultivates in his 
make-up, is extraordinary and notor- 
ious. A mischievous wight wrote a 
kindly lotter to poor old Turnorelli, 
inviting him to meet the Premier, who 
was sorry for having snubbed him, and 
as tho interview was to be strictly 
private, appointed the hotel at which 
Sir J con is stopping for the purpose. 
Turnorelli was to ask for Sir John, as 
that was the alias under which Beacons- 
field was disguising himself. The scene 
was altogether too funny, although one 
of the victims failed to see the point of 
the joke. 

Correspondents of the London Times 
are recommending granite for building 
purposes in London. The York and 
Nelson columns at London Bridge and 
the Crimean monument aro cited as 
proofs of the duration of granite. They 
are as perfect as on tho day the masons 
left them. On the other hand, stone 
buildings are barely finished beforo they 
have to be restored. The Houses of 
Parliament have already been put 
through this process, though it seems 
but yesterday since thoy were com- 
menced. Buckingham Palace was only 
just completed when tho sentries had 
to be removod, owing to danger to their 
lives from falling masses of stone. This 
edifice has since been cemented and 
coated with paint. Of ancient build- 
ings, such as the Abbey, Lambeth Pal- 
ace and the Templo Church, scarcely 
an original external stone exists.

The New York Times denounces

decent. 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 1. — Mrs 
Martha Baldwin yesterday poisoned 
her imbecile and widowed sister Mrs. 
Dickerman, and then poisoned herself. 
Both will probably die. Mrs. Bald- 
win, who is separated from her hus- 
band, was paid for ten years by her 
sisters' conservator for her care. Yes- 
terday the sister was to be removed to 
the hospital. Mrs. Baldwin disliked 
parting with her sister and wanted to 
die and be buried with her. Fears for 
the loss of the weekly stipend from the 
conservator and drink were probably 
the actuating motives. She laid out 
the grave clothes before the deed. 
Mrs. Baldwin had boen very dissipat- 
ed of late and ofton threatened her 
life. Years ago she was handsome, 
refined, and prominent socially. Her 



sister was likewise accomplished. Both 
were over 50. 

A negro who died recently at Ox- 
ford, N. C, was famous for his great 
strength. He could lift a barrel con- 
taining thirty or forty gallons and 
drink from the bung: could throw an 
ordinary anvil twenty-live yards, and 
could pull four men with a handspike 
at one time. He once killed a deer 
with a rock; overtook and dispatched a 
bear with an axe, and caught and ham- 
strung a ferocious bull. 

George Leclorep, of Cooper City, Pa 
stuck a giant-powder cartridge into 
his mouth, lit the fuse, and the explo- 
sion literally blew his head off. 

At Fredericksburg, Ya., a largo 
boulder of native white quarts; rock 
has been placed to mark tho spot 
where Stonewall Jackson received his 
death wound. 

Cincinnati, Oct. 13. — The Gazette's 
Grayson, Kentucky, special says: Jesse 
Underwood was shot in the door of his 
father's house,' known as Fort Under- 
wood, yesterday morning. Tho Hol- 
brook party surrounded the house, 
threatening to kill anybody who would 
dare bury Jesse's body or rcscuo 
George, who is badly wounded, and is, 
with tho women and children, all that 
remain of tho unfortunate Underwood 
family, inside of the house. Goorge to 
da} r sent word to the County Judge, 
praying for help and protection. The 
Governor has been appealed to, but 
has not responded. This is the fifth 
murder within the last three weeks in 
Carter country, four of tho murdered 
men bcingUnderwoodsandonoa member 
of tho Holbrook tribe, and nothing has 
been done by any officer, from tho 
Governor down to the County Magis- 
trates, to check this fearful bloodshed. 

At a largo public funeral of a pro- 
minent citizen of Delhi, N.Y., a week 
ago, the mourners were dressed in 
wdiite, instead of tho customary black. 
This was dono in approval of the wish- 
es of the deceased, who, while living, 
strongly opposed the inevitable heavy 
and expensive "mourning," and re 
quested them to dress in simple white 
at his funeral, especially if thoy be- 
lieved him to have ontored a happier 
world.
